new peace proposals from the League of Nations for settlement 
of the Ethiopian quarrel. 
“ I he doors are still open,” the 
spokesm an said. “W e are waiting for fresh proposals from the 
League which may form a m inim um basis for a discussion 
which the last proposals did not provide.” 
I he proposals referred to were those of the committee of 
five, rejected flatly by the Italian cabinet on Saturday.

Even if the Em ­ 
peror had been inclined to accept a diminution of his sover­ 
eignty, which he was not, the great barons would have made 
it hazardous. Now, however, Mussolini has made it possible 
for Hailie Selassie to agree to the proposals with certain stipu­ 
lations protecting his throne, and the right to veto appoint­ 
ments of foreign advisors.
